War on Sweatshops— 

The federal trade commission 
last week started proceedings 
against unions and manufacturers 
in military and garment industries 

on charges of fostering 
a “monopoly.” 

Behind the case, how- 
ever, not mentioned in 
the daily press, 
dramatic story of the ef- 
forts of the workers and 
employers to end cut- 
throat competition and 

sweatshop conditions. 

The setup of both parties dates 
back to the NRA. Employers and 
labor, in perfectly legal fashion, 
then tried to establish decent wages 
and hour standards, as well as 
fair trade standards that would 
eliminate abuses which threatened 
to throw the industry into chaos. 

Union officials declared this col- 
laboration has helped the workers 
and put the industry on its feet 
without the slightest increase in 
cost to the consumer. 

Yet we find a commission try- 
ing to place charges against tho 
who have been successful beca 
they cooperated, and oeaneeatad 
without doing damage to the pub- 
lic. 

It seems to me there are other 
things more important to do.

Cheap Talk— 

Senator Lee O’Daniel of 
Texas made a _grand-stand 
play to the senate last month 
when he tried, in his Texas 
fashion, to convince other sen- 
ators that what this country 
needs is a ‘curb on labor” and 
what he terms “labor racket- 
eering.” 

It seems that the senator 
from Texas didn't get far in 
his appeal to the gallery for 
most of the “seasoned” men in 
the senate have heard the same 
story, only put in a different 
fashion, maybe. 

O'Daniel told of his friend- 
ship for labor, like most petty 
politicians do when trying to 
cover up, and rang the rafters

Jemed In Time— 

Only for a presiding judge who 
spotted the bill before it was too 
late, the city and county of San 
Francisco would now be out about 
$1,000 for a transcript of the Darcy 
case. 

It seems that the same judge 
that almost exonerated Commun- 
ist Darcy has approved the idea of 
Darcy’s attorneys to permit the 
transcript at the city’s cost. 

But the presiding judge, on his 
toes at all times, didn’t permit the 
transaction to go through. 

This case, the trial of Sam Darcy, 
is the same one Chief of Police 
Dullea took a “slap” at a couple 
of weeks ago. The chief didn’t like 
the idea of permitting a communist, 
charged with a serious offense, be 
allowed to go free, especially, ac- 
cording to the chief, when Darcy’s 
case was similar to that of Earl 
Browder’s, now serving four years 
in the federal pen. 

Someday the people of San 
Francisco will express their feel- 
ings in this matter, I’m told, for 
election time is near in the city 
by the golden gate.

Paper Shortage— 

Just a minute there! Did you say 
waste paper? Looks as if you're a 
step behind the pace of those rapid- 
ly mounting shortages. They've 
now advanced to the stage where 
even waste paper has become 4 
trifle suspect. 

The nation’s normal consumption 
of this ever-present, indispensable 
item is 26 million tons a year. Pro- 
duction to date has been at the 
rate of only 21 million tons for 
this year. That 5 million ton cut 
has already moved California’s re- 
tailers, chain and independent, to 
heed the government's warning of 
an immediately approaching short- 
age. Retail merchants, united in 
their desire to cooperate with the 
defense program in every way| 
they can, have pledged themselves 
to reduce, as extensively as pos- 
sible, their use of paper. 

Shoppers, too, can meet the 
situation in the same practical 
way and restrict, as far as possible, 
their demands for paper wrappings, 
paper bags, and _ non-essential 
paper. Since a 5 million ton short- 
age can’t be wiped out by com- 
plaining, we can only hope house- 
wives will accept the situation with 
good graces instead of “Good gra- 
cious!”

Herbert Thatcher, a member of 
the AFL's legal staff, said he made | 
the request. nearly two weeks ago 
after the board decided that Ford's | 
closed shop contract with CIO’s 
united auto workers’ union in its 
main plant at River Rouge, Mich., 
was not a bar to the holding of an 
election among the feeder plant 
employes. 

On October 2, the NLRB ordered 
an election held within 30 days. 

The feeder plants are located in 
several small communities just out- 
side the Detroit area and, accord- 
ing to labor board records, employ 
an aggregate of wat Workers.

Urges Aid to Britain and Her Allies; Stresses 
AFL Record in Avoiding Defense Industries 
Strikes; Endorses Wage Increases 


In a memorable report to the 61st annual convention of 
the American Federation of Labor, the executive council 
rallied America’s workers to do their utmost to defend 
America and preserve democracy and freedom. 

The council denounced Hitler and all his works in the 
most sweeping terms. It dedicated American workers to 
the task of making the meponal defense program a suc- 
cess. It urged the extension of every possible aid to Great 
Britain and her allies who are ‘resisting Hitler's war ma- 
chine. 

“We realize we face a war 
service and sacrifice of all,” said the council's report. “We 
are willing to give in defense of our free institutions and to 
abolish slavery so that all persons may have the right to 
control their own lives. 

“We know that the organized labor movement has the 
special responsibility of preserving and extending the ap- 
plication of principles of democracy and justice within its 
own immediate sphere of activity. Upon our ability to 
meet responsibilities depends in large measure the pre- 
servation of free institutions. 

“We therefore solemnly 
renew their dedication to th 
treedom so that our sacrifce 
to serve the cause of humanit:

‘Serious as this situation is, the American Federation of 
Labor stands ready to do its part in complete confidence 
that the spirit of a free people can not be crushed, and that 
victory will bring broader and more stable world institu- 
tions assuring freedom in life and work. 

“The year has also brought us greater confidence in the 
principles upon which the American Federation of Labor 
is founded. We believe that unionism is a way of life 
resting upon the conviction that workers have a right to a 
voice in the determination of the terms and conditions 
under which they work. From this basic right, lines of ac- 
tion and principles follow. These principles direct the out- 
look and course of living of persons who accept union 
membership with its rights and responsibilities. Real union- 
ism does not come by law, by force or from expediency, 
but as a result of inner conviction and understanding. 

“Our gains in the past year have been steady and sub- 
stantial. We have made definite progress in all the organi- 
zation work in which we have engaged and we have suc- 
ceeded in improving the economic life the kers of 
the nation. We have made definite gains in spite of many 
obstacles which we have encountered. For the coming 
year, which will present inescapable sacrifices, we urge 
that local central labor unions everywhere take leadership 
in establishing the concept and the that local 
unions must be maintained as agencies for human freedom 
and human welfare. Unions can not make 
strong by disregarding the rights and interests of other 
groups of wage earners, nor can unions maintain strength 
by denying others access to the rights and agencies which 
they have established. 

“The western hemisphere alone affords to wage earners 
unrestricted freedom of action through voluntary union 
organization, Our greatest concern should be to exercise 
our rights so as to perpetuate them, together with the other 
institutions of our country.

Additional light on the subject of 
gouging was supplied by Congress- | 
man Melvin J. Maas (Rep., Minn.), | 
a member of the naval affairs com- 
mittee and a colonel in the marine | 
air reserve. 

Maas found fault with Vinson’s | 
proposal, and intends to offer as a} 
substitute legislation rewarding | 
contractors who keep costs below | 
estimates and penalizing those who 
overshoot the mark.

SAYS STATE RESOLUTION 


Resolution No. 33, presented by 
the fire fighters’ union, and adop- 
ted by the recently held state con- 
vention, makes specific reference 
to all members of organized labor 
to exercise their right to vote at all 
elections. The resolution follows: 

Whereas, The rights of organized 
labor are often governed by the re- 
sults of the municipal, county or 
state elections; and 

Whereas, Organized labor has re- 
cently successfully completed a 
state-wide referendum petition 
against Senate Bill No. 877, which 
proposes to nullify the activities of 
organized labor in its efforts to 
protect the interests of its mem- 
bers; and 


Whereas, The successful defeat | 
of this vicious measure requires | 


that all members of organized la- 
bor exercise their right to vote; 
and 


Whereas, It has been definitely | 
proven in the past that a great| 


many members of organized labor 
neglect to exercise their privilege of 
voting; and 

Whereas, This neglect to vote has 
defeated the efforts of organized 
labor to protect the working con- 
ditions of its members, as was so 
forcibly shown when the organized 
fire fighters of Oakland and San 
Diego were defeated in their at- 
tempt to secure a reduction in 
hours of work; and 


Whereas, Many members of or-| 


ganized labor are engaged in work 


for cities, counties and state, and | 


therefore directly affected by the 


votes of organized labor; therefore,

Resolved, That each member of

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AFL Council Praises Democracy

eration of Labor had gained 321,613 new dues-paying 
members in the past year and had spent a total of 
$1,039,758 for organizing purposes. 


The total financial receipts of the federation for the 
year were $2,843,123 and the disbursements aggregated 
$1,835,973, leaving a balance on hand of more than a 
million dollars in the federation’s treasury at the end of 
the fiscal year. 

The council urged the launching of a new and intensified 
organizing drive during the coming year among unorgan- 
ized workers. 

Asking the delegates to adopt a major change in its own 
makeup, the council recommended that the number of 
A. F. of L. vice presidents be reduced from fifteen to 
thirteen. 

The course of peace negotiations with the CIO were 
thoroughly reviewed and the council placed full respone 
sibility on John L. Lewis for the failure to achieve unity in 
labor's ranks. 

Pointing to huge increases in corporation profits and the 
steadily mounting costs of living, the council declared that 
the efforts of trade unions to secure higher wages for their 
members are wholly justified. The council said: 

“It is the fixed purpose of the American Federation of 
Labor to continue to demand and secure higher wages and 
improved conditions of employment for the working men 
and women of our country.” 

The whole field of national and state legislation was 
thoroughly reviewed in the report and the fact that every 
piece of anti-labor legislation voted’ upon by congress has 
been soundly defeated was emphasized. 

The council also recommended that the per capita tax 
paid by national and international unions to the federation 
be reduced from two cents per member per month to one 
and a half cents. 

Legal decisions of importance to labor were discussed 
and explained in the report, most noteworthy being the 
supreme court decision which knocked Thurman Arnold’s 
anti-trust campaign against trade unions into the discard.

BE ENFORCED BY 
WAGE DIVISION 


Products Purchased in 
Violation of Wage 
Act Declared “Hot” 


Businessmen will be safe from 
having their products barred from 
interstate commerce as “hot goods” 
if they take certain steps showing 
“an honest effort” to avoid pur- 
chase of materials made in viola- 
tion of the wage and hour law. 
These steps were outlined in a 
statement issued today by General 
Philip B. Fleming, administrator 
of the wage and hour division, U. S. 
department of labor, on his en- 
forcement policy in the exercise of 
the far-reaching powers conferred 
on him as administrator to prevent 
use of the “channels and instru- 
mentalities of commerce ... to 
spread and perpetuate” substand- 
ard labor conditions. 

These protective measures for 
manufacturers and others are, 
first, payment of a price for mate- 
rials that make their production at 
the minimum wage possible; and 
second, keeping a reasonable check 
through supply contracts and ordi- 
nary trade contacts on the labor 
under which materials 
purchased are produced. 

To Enforce Act 

The division has infrequently ex- 
ercised its power to prevent ship- 
ment of stock assembled from pur- 
chased materials produced in vio- 
lation of the law by suppliers. How- 
ever, General Fleming pointed out, 
where the wage underpayment is 
due to the low prices paid to sup- 
pliers for the goods, he will con- 
tinue his policy of invoking the 
section barring such goods from in- 
terstate commerce. In one case a 
dealer was prevented from shipping 
two million feet of lumber which 
he had purchased at prices too low 
for the payment of the minimum 
| wage to be possible. This was also| 
done in cases of several garment 
;}Manufacturers (or cutters) who 
farmed out the sewing of the gar- | 
ments to contractors at rates which | 
| they knew or should have known 
| would not allow for minimum wage 
| payments,
